Sheriff Roy D. W hiteaker said three m ore 
bodies were found T hursday afternoon for a 
to tal of 15. 
Later, a Y uba City policem an and a 
deputy sheriff said the num ber o f bodies 
rose to 20 as night fell. 
"Som ew here around here w e’ve got one 


hell of a crim e scene," the policem an said. 
Moth asked th at they n o t be identified as 
W hiteaker directed th a t others not com m ent 
on the case. T he sheriff refused com m ent on 
w hether the additional five bodies h >d been 
found. 


W hiteaker had said th e first 15 bodies 
were o f transient farm w orkers or drifters 
ranging in age from 40 to 63. All had been 
hacked and slashed to death on the back of 
the head by a m achete or sim ilar w eapon. 
T here were no descriptions o f the latest 
five bodies. 
Isolated in a Y uba City jail and charged 
W ednesday w ith 10 of the m urders was Juan 


V. (Corona, 37, o f Y uba C ity, w ho spent three 
m onths in a state m ental hospital in 1966. 
There still was no apparent m otive for 
the m acabre slayings. 
The three bodies reported by W hiteaker 
were in crude, shallow graves in peach and 
plum orchards. "1 have no idea” how long 
the search will continue, the sheriff said 
O fficers worked in cool rain T hursday, 
using a tractor driven trench digger, then 
shovels to find three bodies. 


.Suspected graves have been discovered 
during general 
searches by 
lawm en and 
farm ers in a mile-aquare area along the 
Feather River five miles north of Y uba City. 


W hiteaker described them as "in d en tatio n s" 
in the soil. 
He declined to say w hether officers had 
probed any suspected site« and found them 
em pty. 
"W e do believe there are some m ore area* 
th a t need to be checked o u t and searched," 
said the sheriff, w ho refused to discuss any 
aspect of C orona’s involvem ent other than 
to s:»y "w e ’re certain he com m itted the 
m urders." 


C orona, a native of M exico, has operated 
a farm labor contracting service off and on 
for 15 years in Yuba C ity, collecting crews 
for ranchers at harvest tim e. With his wife 


and four daughters, aged 4 through 8, he 
lived in a three-year-old, 122,000 tract hom e. 
His wife Gloria described him as a good 
husband 
and 
father 
who 
co u ld n ’t 
kill 
anyone. 


"I love him and alw ays will w ant him 
back 
hom e. 
He

have done 
anything like this," she said.

Corona was released as ' recovered’’ three 
m onths and tw o days I iter. 
It also was learned th at Corona and his 
brother were sued for $800,000 in dam ages a 
year ago by Jose R om ero R aya who claimed 
the brothers severely beat him. A judge in 
nearby Marysville awarded $250,000 in still 
unpaid dam ages, c.tiling the case "one of the 
m ost vicious to com e before the co u rt." No 
crim inal charge was filed.

Every school child has l>een taught about the Nazi 
persecution of the Jews. Even small children can quote 
the figure of six million Jews killed by Hitler. What 
they seldom hear about is the more than 30 million 
people who were killed in the Soviet Union by 
Communism, or the comparable lives taken by Red 
regimes in the past few decades in Mainland China, 
North Korea, North Vietnam and Cuba.

County is not 
unique. 
A survey 
conducted by Prof Judith Blake Davis, chairman of the 
Departm ent of Demography at the Berkeley campus of 
the University of California, found that millions of 
Californians are now willing to support policies that 
would slow or end migration into the state. These 
range from reducing welfare to stopping publicity 
boosting California all the way to outright restrictions. 
Some 80 per cent of white California citizens believe 
that population growth is a param ount factor in 
environmental problems. Nonwhites are only slightly 
less concerned; 77 percent of them put environmental 
problems in first and second place. 
The survey suggests that population control policy 
may be less a taboo issue than politicians have 
traditionally feared, says Dr. Davis. 
And that has far-reaching implications not only for 
California but for all of the United States.

"Somewhere around here w e’ve got one 


hell of a crime scene," the policeman said. 
Both asked that they not be identified as 
Whiteaker directed that others not com m ent 
on the case. The sheriff refused com m ent on 
whether the additional five bodies h >d been 
found. 
Whiteaker had said the first 16 bodiea 
were o f transient farm workers or drifters 
ranging in age from 40 to 63. All had been 
hacked and slashed to death on the back of 
the head by a machete or similar weapon. 
There were no descriptions o f the latest 
five bodies. 
Isolated in a Yuba City jail and charged 
Wednesday with 10 o f the murders was Juan 


V. Corona, 37, of Yuba City, who spent three 
m onths in a slate mental hospital in 1966. 
There still was no apparent motive for 
the macabre slayings. 
The three bodies reported by Whiteaker 
were in crude, shallow graves in peach and 
plum orchards. "1 have no idea' how long 
the search will continue, the sheriff said. 
Officers worked in cool rain Thursday, 
using a tractor-driven trench digger, then 
shovels to find three bodies.

Every school child has been taught about the Nazi 
persecution of the Jews. Even small children can quote 
the figure of six million Jews killed by Hitler. What 
they seldom hear about is the more than 30 million 
people who were killed in the Soviet Union by 
Communism, or the comparable lives taken by Red 
regimes in the past few decades in Mainland China, 
North Korea, North Vietnam and Cuba. What is even 
more to the point, yet what they are very rarely told, is 
that these jailings and killings are still going on in 
Communist countries.

Nonwhites are only slightly 
less concerned; 77 percent of them put environmental 
problems in first and second place. 
The survey suggests that population control policy 
may bo less a taboo issue than politicians have 
traditionally feared, says Dr. Davis.
